TUB CONSTITUTIONAL AMEM>- 


JIKNT8. 


The Legislature of 1891 proposed sev- 


eral amendments to the State Constitu- 
tion. Tha Constitution provides bow it 
shall be amended in Section 1, Article 
XVI, which rends as follows: 


"Any amendment or amendments to 


this Constitution may bo proposed in the 
Senate or Assembly, and if the same 
shall be agreed to by a mnjority of all 
the members elected to each of the two 
Houses, 
such 
proposed 
amendment 


or amendments s'mll be entered on their 
respective journals, with the yeas and 
nays taken thereon, and referred to the 
Legislature then next to be chosen, nnd 
shall be published for throe months next 
preceding the time for making such 
choice. 
And if, in the Legislature next 


chosen 
as 
aforesaid, such 
proposed 


amendment 
or amendments 
shall bo 


agreed to by a maj-iiity of all the mem- 
bers elected to e.ich House, they it sh.il! 
bo the duty of the Legislature to submit 
euch proposed nmen'iineut or amend- 
ments to the people in such m inner nnd 
at such time as the L"gi 'laturu shall pre- 
scribe, and if the people shall tippiove anil1 


ratify such amendment or amendments,by 
a majority of the Hectois qualified to vote 
for members of tliu Le^i3l>iture*votinH 
thereon, suuli 
amendment or 
amend- 


ments thiill become a part of the Con- 
stitut:on." 


JLriwyeM may construe the hm^ua«e 


quoted dilT-rently but it seems to the 
writer that the validity of the amend- 
ments proposed by the Legislature of 
1891 depends upon the meaning of the 
words, "and referred to the Legislature 
then next to bo cl.osun, and shall be 
published for tlm o months next preced- 
ing the lime for making such choice." 


The Legislature nextto be chosen after 


1891 was that elected on the 8th of No- 
vember last. If the amendments were 
published for three months next preced- 
ing that election then the amendments 
may be agreed to at the next session of 
the Legislature, and submitted to the 
people in such manner and at such time 
as the Legislature shull prescribe. 
The 


fact that the Legislature of 1891 made 
no provision for publishing those amend- 
ments doos not change the Constitution 
nor the method which it prescribes for 
amending it. 
That 
the amendments 


were not published, unless punting them 
in the statutes of 1801 menus publication, 
is not disputed. 
It seems, therefore, that 


the validity of the proposed amendments 
depends upon the construction the Courts 
place upon tha words "shall be pub- 
lished for three months next preceding 
the time of making such clioico.1' 
If 


printing the amendments in the statutes 
means the publication of the same, then 
the Legislature at its next session can 
pass upon them. 
The 
fuel-, 
however, 


that the Legislature heretofore provided 
for publishing proposed anmidmruts in 
the newspapers implies that printing of 
proposed amendments in the statutes did 
not fulfill tho requirements of the Con- 
stitution.

has shown that he is a monometallist and 
a goldbug by his appointments on the 
monetary 
conference now sitting 
in 


which tho silver men are in a minority. 


The Senator's idea is that tho mone- 


tary conference was arranged as a bridge 
to carry the Republican party across the 
silver chasm during the election, but 
that it had 
lamenti-.bly failed of its 


purpose. 
He did not care to discuss the 


other parts of the message further than 
to say thu it was illogical aud puerile. 


Senator Stewart publicly proclaimed 


during tho recent campaign that ho 
would rather be defeated in a square 
fight for silver than to return to the Sen- 
ate as a Harrison man.

Ho renounced all alle- 
giance to Wall Street, fought under the 
Silver banner and all the members elected 
to the Legislature pledged him their 
united and unqualified support for United 
States Senator, a circumstance unprece- 
dented in the history of the country.

passed at Ihe last session of the Legislature 
in which he holds that tbe law ooocerninR 
their publication has been fully complied 
with. 


Ho soya in putt: 
"It ia not the duty of tha Secretary of 


State, or of any offiear or board of offiacrs, 
under the Constitution or statutes of the 
htate to publish proposed ameDdroeLta to 
tbo Constitution." 


Article XVI. Section I, of the Constitu- 


tion ie quoted, the Intent t>f -which is held 
by tbe Attorney Gtnen;! to be as follower 


" It cannot be doubted that (LU provi- 


sion contemplates the publication of these 
amendments to Ihe Constitution prior to 
tbo election of tbe Legislature *hioh is to 
finwlly submit ucoh amendments to the 
people. It ia equally oertaia that this pro- 
vision of th» Constitution is not self txe- 
cutitig—lo other words it is necessary that 
tho Legislature should provide moans to 
carry this constitutional provision into 
offeol. 
Tbe organic law simply directs 


that the publication shall be made, without 
directing the modo or manuerr The mode 
and manner must be provided 
by the 


Legislature. 


The Constitution does not direct whnt 


board or officer shall perform the duty; 
iu what manner it abul! be performed, 
whether by posting or by circulars or in 
the public prints, nor ia the number of 
posiicg circulars or public prints specified, 
nor is there any appropriation made or 
[uncl provided for payment of the f ipenses. 
All theeo things are esseotuil, and without 
them the Constitutional provision could 
not bo executed."

The Formation of Heat. 


M. Lagrauge has communicated to the 


Belgian academy a paper on the forma- 
tion of bodies in the universe. In thia 
paper he expresses the opiuion that, he- 
fore any expenditure of work, the quan- 
tity of heat of the universe was nil, that 
the temperature was gradually raised 
above absolute zero at the expense of 
•work done by attraction, and hence the 
formation of solid bodies must have pre- 
ceded that of liquids and gases; that, 
through the grudiiiil condensation of 
matter and consequent enonnous devel- 
opment of heat, tha earth would attain, 
at least in the parts nour the surface, the 
etate of fluidity necessary to its form and 
geological characters: then, as the 
tem- 


perature gradiially rose with gradual 
agglomeration of matter, a very dense 
atmosphere would form, -with pressure 
diminishing outward, and in a more ad- 
vanced pluso, the temperature of this, 
tiiterroachiug a maximum, would gradu- 
ally diminish, causing liquefaction or e 
lidification of certain matters at first 
vaporous, while other solid bodies might 
remain suspended in the atmosphere.
